By the firſt of theſe Two Accounts it appears» 
that the Foreign Commodities umnported into Eng- 
land in the Year 1613, amounted in value to 
TWe Millions 141 Thouſand &c. Pounds; and 
by the Third Article in the ſaid Account it a. ſo 
appears that one Tenth Part of the Cuſtom on 
Woollen Exports was Seven Theufand Pounds; lo 
that the whole Cuſtom thereon was Seventy 'Thou- 
tand Pounds, which being added to Twenty 
Times that Sum, will give for the Engliſh Value 
et all the Woollen Exports in that Year, One Mil- 
lion Four Hundred and Seventy Thouſand Pounds ; 


| excluſive of Freight and Merchants Profits, and 


without reckoning above 100 Thoutand Pounds 
for Re-exports purchaſed with Woolen Manntac. 
tures ; by all which Matters the Landholders of 
England may eaſily perceive, that ſending abroad 
One Million and a Halt of Money yearly to buy 
foreign Commodities, would in thole Days foon 
have drained England of every Groat, if our 
Golden Fleece a not {topped the Gap, and yearly 
brought over freſh Supplies of Money ts keep up 
and gradually raiſe the Land-rents &c. of this 
Kingdom.
